It's that time of year again... when reading 


the fine print could mean the difference 
between sickness and health, life and death. 


It's the time crops are growing and home 


gardeners are waging their annual tug-of-war 
with insects to see who gets to eat this year's 
crop. 


Larry Anderson of the Environmental 


Protection Agency (EPA) calls it the 
"pesticide season." 


"You can say all you want about the hazards 


of using pesticides," Anderson said, "but what 
you can never stress enough is that the person 
using it should read the directions — 
thoroughly." 


There are some fairly frightening descrip- 


tions on the back labels of those cans, bottles 
and boxes of pesticides, insecticides and fer- 
tilizers. 


A can of lawn weed killer cautions: "Harm- 


ful if swallowed. Avoid contact with eyes, skin 
and clothing . . . Avoid contamination of 
irrigation ditches or domestic water use. Toxic 
to fish." 


The label also warns against letting fumes 


drift into your neighbor's garden or lawn: "Do 
not spray when conditions favor drift. Vapors 
may cause injury to susceptible, desirable 
plants, such as flowers, small trees, vegetables 
. . . Do not get on grass seedlings under two 
months old." 


A cardboard container of tomato dust 


warns: "Do not breathe dust. Avoid contact 
with skin, eyes and clothes. Toxic to fish and 
wildlife... Birds feeding in treated areas may 
be killed. Toxic to bees." 


The list of warnings and directions for insec- 


ticides and fertilizers is almost endless. 


Gordon Kyhn, assistant manager of a local 


lawn and garden center, said he won't tell 
customers the recommended dosage for a par- 
ticular insecticide or fertilizer. 


"I just tell them to read the label - all of 


it," he said. 


Kyhn said he figures that if a customer 


(mows the dosage beforehand, he won't bother 
to read anything else, including all the 
cautions and instructions for disposing of emp- 
ty containers. 


As a general rule, Kyhn said, fertilizers are 


only dangerous if eaten. 


Their toxicity depends on whether there are 


any insecticides mixed in with the fertilizer, he 
said. 


Kyhn recalled the time a customer used a 


spray at double or triple the recommended 
strength and it killed the family's pet poodle 


The biggest dangers to people and animals, 


he said, are overdoses — or "just plain not 
following directions" — and use of poor equip- 
ment. 


Larry Johnson, accident investigator for the 


EPA's Pesticide Division in Kansas City, said

a 1971 report by the National Poison Control 
Center lists pesticides as causing 5% of total 
poisonings in the United States 


He said 57 cases of pesticide poisonings in 


Nebraska were reported to his office last year. 
None of the poisonings were fatal, however. 


Children under five years of age were in- 


volved in about 607o of the pesticide 
poisonings, he said 


"The primary cause," Johnson said, "is the 


same old story A kid crawls under the kitchen 
sink and drinks out of a pesticide container " 


"Actually," he said, "most of the chemicals 


people buy to treat their lawns and gardens 
aren't extremely toxic — at least no more than 
common table salt, for example. 


"It's all relative If you eat enough of it. it'll 


kill you "

Nixon To Request 


Rodino Expects Committee OK . . . 


Tape Delay Sought 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The chairman of the 


House Judiciary Committee said Tuesday he 
expects the panel to go along with President 
Nixon's request for an additional five days to reply 
to a subpoena for 42 Watergate tapes. 


Rep. Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., said he and 


the ranking Republican on the committee had 
agreed to the postponement and "I am quite confi- 
dent the members of the committee will go along." 


Rodino told a news conference the matter will be 


taken up formally by the committee on Thursday, 
the day a response to the committee's subpoena is 
due. 


The delay requested by the White House would 


put off the response until next Tuesday. 


At the White House, deputy press secretary 


Gerald L Warren attributed the request to "the 
pressure of business at the White House and the 
demands on the President's time." 


Rodino said the delay was requested by James D. 


St Clair. the President's chief Watergate attorney, 
in a telephone call on Monday to John Doar. chief 
counsel to the impeachment inquiry. 


The chairman said he and Rep. Edward Hutchin- 


son of Michigan, the ranking Republican on the 
committee, instructed Doar to ask St. Clair why at 


least some of the subpoenaed material could not be 
furnished on Thursday. 


St. Clair told Doar that the President wanted to 


review all the material at once. 


Rodino said St. Clair gave no assurance that all 


the subpoenaed material would be given to the 
committee. 


Asked about reports that the White House 


planned to give the panel transcripts rather than 
tapes, Rodino replied "transcripts would not be 
satisfactory." 


Rodino refused to speculate on what he would 


recommend if transcripts were given 


Rodino also confirmed that he and Hutchmson 


had approved a request sent to the White House for 
still more material. 


He said it called for material related to the in- 


vestigation of the Watergate break-in and cover-up, 
the ITT case, and political contributions from the 
dairy industry. 


Rodino said Doar advised St. Clair "he hoped he 


would not find it necessary to make additional 
requests in these areas." 
- Rodino refused to say how many tapes were in- 
cluded in the latest requests or what time periods 
were involved. 


He said no specific deadline was set 
RODINO . . . and Doar, left, brief newsmen.

Petition Asks Withholding 
Of Aid Funds For Radial

The State Department of 


Roads and the Federal Highway 
Administration were petitioned 
Tuesday to withhold federal 
dollars for the proposed 
Northeast Radial. 


ID a 49-page petition, attorney 


Dong Gennaa aid Ray Dow- 
ning, chamnai of die Fremont 
Area Citizens Gronp, contend 
that the dty has fafled to comply 
with required standards and 
procedures in planning the 
roadway. 


The petition was filed, Ger- 


man and Downing state, "to dis- 
pel] the notion commonly held 
by citizens, and cultivated by 
some officials, that the radial 
presently qualifies, or will 


qualify for federal highway 
funds" or that the city could ob- 
tain waivers of certain standards 
to build the freeway. 


City officials have pointed out 


that no applications for federal 
aid have been submitted to help 
fund the $30 million beleaguered 
freeway. 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf has 


pointed oat that the radial is 
listed on the federal urban 
system, thus qualifying the 
freeway for such federal fun- 
ding. 


Bat the petitioners ask state 


and federal officials t» teU the 
city that the radial "does not 
now, nor never wffl, «nder pre- 
sent federal hw, qufify for 
federal approval of fading." 


Petitioners claim that proper

public hearings have not been 
held, that proper relocation 
assistance procedures have not 
been followed and that no 
statements of economic, social 
and environmental effects have 
been submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Roads and Federal 
Highway Administration.

arc from the downtown core to 
northeast Lincoln, would affect 
a substantial number of citizens. 


The petition states that city of- 


ficials estimate some 400 living 
units would be displaced by the 
freeway, resulting in the reloca- 
tion of 1,500 people. 


And, the petitioners charge, 


the city has made no assurances 
that relocation payments and 
services would be made if die 
radial were to be built.

Fire Victim Testifies 
On Color TV Danger 


Washington (UPI) — Peter B Young 


said it was "the nicest Christmas present 
we ever got " Three years later he is con- 
vinced the present, a color television set. 
killed his wife, mother-in-law and infant 
daughter. 


Young told a Consumer Product Safety 


Commission hearing Tuesday the govern- 
ment should warn owners of the 117 
million TV sets in use in America — es- 
pecially those with the "instant on" 
design — to unplug them when not in use 


The alternative, he contended, is nsk of 


fire such as the one in his Summit. N J . 
home on New Years Day. 1973. which 
killed his family, but from which he was 
pulled unconscious by a neighbor. 


The Electronic Industries Association, 


which represents the manufacturers of 
85™ of the TV sets sold in this country, 
told the commission, however, that the 
deaths in the Young family — and 11 
other fire deaths in New Jersey last year 
— were not caused by color TV set fires 
as Young and others contend 


The industry group also contended 


Young's suggestion for pulling out the 
plus is not a good one since rt could result 
in the line cord wearing out ComrmssioTi 
Chairman Richard 0 Simpson also 
agreed it is "not a good idea" to keep 
pulling the plug out 


The commission is holding two days of 


hearings so it can draw op mandatory 
safety rules for the manufacture of TV 
sets and one of the issues it is trying to 
solve, however, is what the industry can 
do about sets already in the hands of con- 
sumers 


Testimony submitted to the commis-

Christmas gift from the mother-in-law 
who died in the fire two years later 
Young recalled how it was under the tree 
"all wrapped up in a box. it was the nicest 
Christmas present we ever got 


But on New Years Day last year, after 


watching the Rose Bow] Parade and 
football games all day long the familv 
retired for a night that never ended for 
three of its members 


It is sad but true " Young testified. 


that the world is apparently constructed 
in such a way that progress is usually 
achieved only after good people die "

An Unfitting Penalty 


'It's Called The Saxbephone' 


The Nebraska Supreme Court last week up- 


held a trial court decision to imprison a western 
Nebraska youth for one year because he tried to 
outrun the law to escape a traffic citation. 


The case brings into question Nebraska 


statutes on fleeing to avoid arrest and the at- 
titudes of the judiciary about what constitutes 
fitting and proper punishment. 


The youth, 18, had pleaded guilty in Scotts 


Bluff County District Court to a charge of 
fleeing to avoid arrest and was sentenced to one 
year in the penitentiary. He could have received 
a three-year sentence under law. 


Dissenting from the high court opinion, 


Judge Hale McCown said Nebraska is apparent- 
ly the only state which makes flight in a motor 
vehicle to avoid arrest for violating any other 
law — even a misdemeanor — a separate and 
distinct crime of its own and he urged the 
Legislature to review the law. The maximum 
penalty for willful reckless driving, McCown 
also observed, is 30 days in jail. 


Further, said Judge McCown, "the punish- 


ment here not only does not fit the crime, it 
does not fit the defendant. The penitentiary is a 
poor place for an 18-year-old to learn respect for 
the law." 


We think McCown is right on both his con- 


tentions, although in connection with the 
former, the trial judge did have discretion under 
existing law to impose a lighter sentence. 


The sentence imposed, however, seems 


mighty harsh punishment for trying to outrun a 
traffic ticket. It is a symptom of the state of 
American society, which is divided and 
frustrated in its attempts to deal with "crime" 
in general. There are those who think society 
will be better off in the long run if all law 
violators but the hardened and dangerous 
criminals are kept out of the prison crime fac- 
tories. And on the other hand is the belief that 
only harsh punishment will purge criminal con- 
duct from society. It is, of course, not that black 
and white. But we think the first alternative will 
prove to be the better for society as a whole if 
only it is given a chance to prevail. 


A one-year prison sentence might make a 


young man think again about leading the police 
on a wild goose chase. Or it might totally em- 
bitter him against the system of justice that put 
him in such an odious environment. 


Punishment that harsh for that particular 


violation of the law could have tragic con- 
sequences. It is a waste. 


NWU Builds For Future 


Seeking to insure its position as one of the 


leading private liberal arts colleges in the 
midlands region, Nebraska Wesleyan University 
embarked in 1968 on its Decade for Fulfillment, 
an ambitious fundraising effort which realized 
$12 million of its $20 million goal during Phase 
I.

The university considers its Minimum 
Needs during this five-year phase to be a new 
theatre and speech center; scholarship aid for 
worthy students; campus improvements in- 
cluding lighting, parking, recreational and other 
needs; a field house; program enrichment and 


current budget requirements. Additional money

If this campaign succeeds, NWU officials 


say, the institution will have the best physical 
plant and equipment of any private, four-year 
liberal arts college in the region, eliminating the 
need for any additional major fundraising effort 
in the next 25 years. 


Fundraising for Phase II has already passed 


the $2 2 million mark. In order to reach the 
Minimum Needs goal, NWU volunteers began 
this week to canvass the Lincoln community. 


The community should be willing to res- 


pond to Nebraska Wesleyan University, which 
has been an integral part of Lincoln for 85 years. 
It has enriched the quality of life in this city as 
an economic and intellectual stimulus.

Egyptian Love Affair 


CAIRO — American secretaries of state 


have always had astonishing repercussions in 
Egyptian politics since the Nasserist revolution 
took power in 1952. A strong secretary, John 
Foster Dulles, frustrated the pro-American 
sympathies of Nasser himself, refusing to send 
him even modest amounts of arms, reneging on 
a promise to help build his high Nile dam and 
finally shoving bin — with some bewilderment 
— into Russia's arms. 


A weak secretary, William Rogers, 


frustrated the pro-American sympathies of 
Nasser's successor, Anwar El-Sadat. Sadat had 
never shown much liking for either communism 
or the Soviet Union. Indeed, he had for years 
been fascinated by the United States. 


When Rogers supposedly executed Nixon's 


foreign policy, he only really ran its expression 
in the Middle East. The rest was elaborated by- 
Nixon himself in tandem with his national 
security adviser, Henry Kissinger. 


When he succeeded Nasser, the present 


Egyptian president felt deceived by Rogers. He 
complained that every time the secretary 
"promised" something under his Middle East 
"peace plan" Rogers never followed through.

It is astonishing how completely this situa- 


tion was cleared up after Kissinger first began 
to play an active (if behind-the-scenes) role in 
Middle East affairs, above all when he took over 
as secretary of state and publicly dove in. 


Kissinger has bad a major influence on 


Sadat himself, on the Arab-Israeli deadlock, and 
on the entire U.S. Mediterranean position. To 
begin with, the Jewish German-born architect 
of U.S. policy provoked extraordinary 
friendship and admiration in the Arab Sadat. 


Indeed, as far as Sadat is concerned. 


Kissinger confirms in him the conviction that —

whatever he may be to his adversaries in years 
American politics and American ethics — 
Richard Nixon is a paragon among American 
presidents. The Egyptian hopes to welcome his 
American peer here on an official visit and tell 
him in person, as he has already done by 
telephone, how much he values his "wise 
guidance."

The result of a gradual change in 


relationships between Washington and Cairo 
finally produced, after Kissinger first got into 
Middle East affairs, the expulsion of 15,000 
Soviet military technicians and instructors 
followed by last week's disclosure that Egypt 
will henceforth cease to rely on the U.S.S.R. as 
toe source for all its modern arms. 


No announcement has been made confir- 


ming that America will move in as a supplier. 
Nevertheless, it is a reasonable guess that at 
least some Egyptian forces are going to have to 
start retraining in the future on how to use 
weapons made in the U.S.A. instead of the 
U.S.S.R. 


That, in turn, could very well lead in the 


end to a reduction — if not disappearance — of 
servicing facilities for Soviet naval vessels in 
Egyptian ports and some day even to the dis- 
patch of training groups from this country's 
military forces to America and of American in- 
structors here. 


The road to peace in the Middle East 


remains long, pitted with deadfalls and booby 
traps, and sinuous with curves. Yet two things 
are already evident. The power balance in the 
Mediterranean shows signs of changing 
favorably for the United States, after many 
years of adversity. And a new love affair is 
beginning to blossom along the Nile Valley.

Mafia Takes Beating 


WASHINGTON — The Symbionese Libera- 


tion Army's commando raid on a bank, with 
Patricia Hearst wielding an automatic rifle, has 
government officials frankly worried. 


They see it as a sign that the assassinations, 


bombings, kidnappings and other terrorist tac- 
tics, which plague other nations from Argentina 
to Britain, may soon hit our cities. 


For the trigger-happy SLA raiders are 


typical of a new breed of urban guerrillas who 
appear to be in touch with one another around 
the world. 


In the Middle East, the Japanese Red Army 


is aiding the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine which, in turn, is sharing training 
resources with Turkish dissidents. Irish 
Republican Army insurgents have obtained 
sophisticated weapons from Arab terrorists, 
who get financial support from Libya. 


Guerrillas in Bolivia, Chile and Uruguay are 


believed to be sharing weapons, tactical infor- 
mation and training resources. And in Europe, 
Arab terrorists are cooperating with German 
anarchists. Intelligence reports warn they, too, 
have access to extremely advanced weapons. 


The FBI has linked SLA members to a stu- 


dent commune, known as the "Peking House," 
outside Berkeley, Calif. The SLA allegedly has 
drawn inspiration from the Maoist philosophy 
taught at the "Peking House." 


When SLA members Russell Little and 


Joseph Remiro were arrested for the murder of 
an Oakland school official, police found 
guerrilla literature in their possession. The texts 
apparently evolved from guerrilla manuals first 
produced by the Chinese communists. 


The Hearst kidnapping appears to have 


been taken right out of a Chinese text. The 
manual even suggests that the kidnap victims 
should be ransomed to feed the poor. 


But the most ominous development in the 


revolutionary movement has been a shift from 
the countryside to urban ghettos. Entire 
manuals have been written especially for the ur- 
ban guerrillas. These have been widely studied 
by insurgents in Argentina, Brazil and Uruguay. 
Evidence of the shift toward urban warfare has 
also appeared in Africa and the Middle East 


The Symbionese Liberation Army is now 


imitating this new breed of revolutionaries. 
They stage daring robberies, murders and kid- 


nappings, then disappear into hideouts in the 
middle of crowded cities. 


This movement into heavily populated 


areas has forced American military expeits to 
revamp their strategy for fighting guerrillas. 
The military is forbidden by law, however, from 
applying their expertise against domestic 
militants. The responsibility belongs strictly 
with the FBI.

As evidence perhaps of the cynicism about 


corruption in high places, we are frequently 
asked whether the Mafia is really manipulating 
the government from behind the scenes. 


We have responded that the Mafia has no 


influence in Washington, that the Justice 
Department's task forces have been cracking 
down on organized crime. Now we have seen 
evidence in a secret General Accounting Office 
report that the courts, too, have been harsh on 
Mafia mobsters. 


The roster of crime lords, who have wound 


up in federal prisons, should lay to rest any idea 
that Mafia membership pays. More than 800, in- 
cludir, some prominent "godfathers," have 
drawn prison sentences since 1969. 


To cite a couple of examples, a king-pin of 


the "French connection," Auguste Ricord, is 
sitting out his life in a federal penitentiary. 
Another top Mafioso, Aniello Dellacroce, just 
finished an income-tax sentence in the Atlanta 
pen. A few days before his release, another 
Mafioso leader, Frank Valenti, was locked 
behind federal bars. 


The GAO study shows that, despite high- 


priced lawyers and highly placed friends, a 
crime syndicate figure can count on going to jail 
after conviction 54% of the time, compared 
with 497c for ordinary criminals. 


Not surprisingly, the syndicate mobsters 


come before federal judges for sentencing most 
often on charges of extortion, racketeering, 
threats, gambling, embezzlement and fraud. 
For these crimes. Cosa Nostra criminals get 
longer sentences than do garden variety hoods. 


For non-Mafia criminals, an average 


sentence for embezzlement and fraud is 18 
months. But for a Mafia man it is 28 months. 
For the other crimes, a common hoodlum 
averages 33 months, the syndicate criminal 41 
months.

The Nebraska Supreme Co urt last week up­ 
held a trial co urt decisio n to impriso n 
a western 
Nebraska y o uth fo r o ne y ear because 
he tried to 
o utrun the law to escape a traffic citatio n . 
The case brin gs in to q u estio n Nebraska 
statu tes o n fleein g to av o id arrest an d the at­ 
titu des o f the ju diciary ’ abo u t what co n stitu tes 
fittin g an d p ro p er p u n ishmen t. 
The y o u th, 18, had p leaded gu ilty in Sco tts 
Blu ff Co u n ty District Co u rt to a charge o f 
fleein g to av o id arrest an d was sen ten ced to o n e 
y ear in the p en iten tiary . He co u ld hav e receiv ed 
a three-y ear sen ten ce u n der law. 
Dissen tin g fro m the high co u rt o p in io n , 
Ju dge Hale McCo wn said Nebraska is ap p aren t­ 
ly the o n ly state which makes flight in a mo to r 
v ehicle to av o id arrest fo r v io latin g an y o ther 
law — ev en a misdemean o r — a sep arate an d 
distin ct cn m e o f its o wn an d he u rged the 
Legislatu re to rev iew the law. The max imu m 
p en alty fo r willfu l reckless driv in g, McCo wn 
also o bserv ed, is 30 day s in jail. 
Fu rther, said Ju dge McCo wn . "the p u n ish­ 
men t here n o t o n ly do es n o t fit the crime, it 
do es n o t fit the defen dan t. The p en iten tiary is a 
p o o r p lace fo r an 18 -y ear-o ld to learn resp ect fo r 
the law.” 


We thin k McCo wn is right o n bo th his co n­ 
ten tio n s, altho ug h in co nnectio n with the 
fo rmer, the trial judg e did hav e discretio n under 
ex istin g law to imp o se 
a lig hter sentence. 
The sen ten ce imp o sed, ho wev er, seems 
mighty harsh p u n ishmen t fo r try in g to o u tru n a 
traffic ticket. It is a sy mp to m o f the state o f 
American so ciety , 
which is div ided an d 
fru strated in its attem p ts to deal with "crim e” 
in gen eral. There are tho se who thin k so ciety 
will be better o ff in the lo n g ru n if all law 
v io lato rs bu t the harden ed an d dan gero u s 
crimin als are kep t o u t o f the p riso n crime fac­ 
to ries. An d o n the o ther han d is the belief that 
o n ly harsh p u n ishmen t will p u rge crimin al co n ­ 
du ct fro m so ciety . It is, o f co u rse, n o t that black 
an d white. Bu t we thin k the first altern ativ e will 
p ro v e to be the better fo r so ciety as a who le if 
o n ly it is giv en a chan ce to p rev ail. 
A o n e-y ear p riso n sen ten ce might make a 
y o u n g man thin k again abo u t leadin g the p o lice 
o n a wild go o se chase. Or it might to tally em­ 
bitter him again st the sy stem o f ju stice that p u t 
him in su ch an o dio u s en v iro n men t. 
Pu n ishmen t that harsh fo r that p articu lar 
v io latio n o f the law co u ld hav e tragic co n ­ 
seq u en ces It is a waste.

A stro n g secretary , Jo hn 
Fo ster Du lles, fru strated the p ro -American 
sy mp athies o f Nasser himself, refu sin g to sen d 
him ev en mo dest amo u n ts o f arms, ren egin g o n 
a p ro mise to help bu ild his high Nile dam an d 
fin ally sho v in g him — with so me bewildermen t 
— in to Ru ssia’s arms. 
A weak secretary , W illiam Ro gers, 
fru strated the p ro -American sy mp athies o f 
Nasser’s su ccesso r, An war El-Sadat. Sadat had 
n ev er sho wn mu ch likin g fo r either co mmu n ism 
o r the So v iet Un io n . In deed, he had fo r y ears 
been fascin ated by the Un ited States. 


When Ro g ers suppo sedly ex ecuted Nix o n’s 
fo reig n po licy , he o nly really ran its ex pressio n 
in the Middle East. The rest was elabo rated by 
Nix o n himself in tandem with his natio nal 
security adv iser, Henry Kissing er.

Fo r the trigger-hap p y SLA raiders are 
ty p ical o f a n ew breed o f u rban gu errillas who 
ap p ear to be in to u ch with o n e an o ther aro u n d 
the wo rld. 
In the Middle East, the Jap an ese Red Army 
is aidin g the Po p u lar Fro n t fo r the Liberatio n o f 
Palestin e which, in tu rn , is sharin g train in g 
reso u rces with Tu rkish dissiden ts. Irish 
Rep u blican Army in su rgen ts hav e o btain ed 
so p histicated weap o n s fro m Arab terro rists, 
who get fin an cial su p p o rt fro m Liby a. 
Gu errillas in Bo liv ia, Chile an d Uru gu ay are 
believ ed to be sharin g weap o n s, tactical in fo r­ 
matio n an d train in g reso u rces. An d in Eu ro p e, 
Arab terro rists are co o p eratin g with German 
an archists. In telligen ce rep o rts warn they , to o , 
hav e access to ex tremely adv an ced weap o n s. 
The FBI has lin ked SLA members to a stu ­ 
den t co mmu n e, kn o wn as the "Pekin g Ho u se.” 
o u tside Berkeley , Calif. The SLA allegedly has 
drawn in sp iratio n fro m the Mao ist p hilo so p hy - 
tau ght at the "Pekin g Ho u se.” 


When SLA members Ru ssell Little an d 
Jo sep h Remiro were arrested fo r the mu rder o f 
an Oaklan d scho o l o fficial, p o lice fo u n d 
gu errilla literatu re in their p o ssessio n . The tex ts 
ap p aren tly ev o lv ed fro m gu errilla man u als first 
p ro du ced by the Chin ese co mmu n ists. 


The Hearst kidnapping appears to hav e 
been taken rig ht o ut o f a Chinese tex t. The 
manual ev en sug g ests that the kidnap v ictims 
sho uld be ranso med to feed the po o r. 


Bu t the mo st o min o u s dev elo p men t in the 
rev o lu tio n ary mo v emen t has been a shift fro m 
the co u n try side to u rban ghetto s. E n tire 
man u als hav e been written esp ecially fo r the u r­ 
ban gu errillas. These hav e been widely stu died 
by in su rgen ts in Argen tin a, Brazil an d Uru gu ay . 
Ev iden ce o f the shift to ward u rban warfare has 
also ap p eared in Africa an d the Middle East 
The Sy mbio n ese Liberatio n Army is n o w 
imitatin g this n ew breed o f rev o lu tio n aries. 
They stage darin g ro bberies, mu rders an d kid­ 


n ap p in gs, then disap p ear in to hideo u ts in the 
middle o f cro wded cities. 
This mo v emen t in to heav ily p o p u lated 
areas has fo rced American milifary ex p erts to 
rev amp their strategy fo r fightin g gu errillas. 
The military is fo rbidden by law, ho wev er, fro m 
ap p ly in g their ex p ertise again st do mestic 
militan ts.

As ev iden ce p erhap s o f the cy n icism abo u t 
co rru p tio n in high p laces, we are freq u en tly 
asked whether the Mafia is really man ip u latin g 
the go v ern men t fro m behin d the scen es. 
We hav e resp o n ded that the Mafia has n o 
in flu en ce in 
Washin gto n , 
that the Ju stice 
Dep artm en t’s task fo rces hav e been crackin g 
do wTi o n o rgan ized crime. No w we hav e seen 
ev iden ce in a secret Gen eral Acco u n tin g Office 
rep o rt that the co u rts, to o , hav e been harsh o n 
Mafia mo bsters. 
The ro ster o f cro ne lo rds, who hav e wo und 
up in federal priso ns, sho uld lay to rest any idea 
that Mafia membership pay s. Mo re than 800, in­ 
cluding so me pro minent "g o dfathers,” hav e 
drawn priso n sentences since 19 6 9 . 
To cite a co u p ie o f ex amp les, a kin g-p in o f 
the "Fren ch co n n ectio n .” Au gu ste Rico rd, is 
sittin g o u t his life in a federal p en iten tiary 
An o ther to p Mafio so , An iello Dellacro ee, ju st 
fin ished an in co me-tax sen ten ce in the Atlan ta 
p en . A few day s befo re his release, an o ther 
Mafio so leader, Fran k Valen ti, was lo cked 
behin d federal bars. 
The GAO stu dy sho ws that, desp ite high- 
p riced lawy ers an d highly p laced frien ds, a 
crime sy n dicate figu re can co u n t o n go in g to jail 
after co n v ictio n 54% o f the time, co mp ared 
with 49 % fo r o rdin ary crimin als. 
No t su rp risin gly , the sy n dicate mo bsters 
co me befo re federal ju dges fo r sen ten cin g mo st 
o ften o n charges o f ex to rtio n , racketeerin g, 
threats, gamblin g, embezzlemen t an d frau d. 
Fo r these crimes, Co sa No stra crimin als get 
lo n ger sen ten ces than do garden v ariety ho o ds. 


Fo r no n-Mafia criminals, an av erag e 
sentence fo r embezzlement and fraud is 18 
mo nths. But fo r a Mafia man it is 28 mo nths. 
Fo r the o ther crimes, a co mmo n ho o dlum 
av erag es 3 5 mo nths, the sy ndicate criminal 41 
mo nths.

To a Tex as au dien ce, she did n o t hav e to 
fu rther iden tify Go v . Do lp h Brisco e o r Ben 
Barn es, the fo rmer lieu ten an t-go v ern o r an d 
heir-design ate to the D em o cratic P arty 
leadership o n ce wielded by Ly n do n Jo hn so n 
an d Jo hn Co n n ally . In 19 7 2, when the 
Sharp sto wn Ban k scan dal gav e Tex as so methin g 
o f a p rev iew o f W atergate p o litics, Mrs. 
Faren tho ld ran ahead o f Barn es in the 
Demo cratic p rimary fo r g o v erno r, 
p u ttin g a 


pro bable end to his po litical career. But she lo st 
in a runo ff to Brisco e, a millio naire ran cher 
with a talent fo r say ing almo st no thing 
o n the 
issues. 


Mrs. Farentho ld called Brisco e a "bo wl o f 
pudding ” in 19 7 2, and refers to him this time 
aro und as a "fig urehead g o v erno r” who has 
g iv en Tex as "g o v ernment by campaig n co n­ 
tributio n.” Brisco e’s elusiv eness o n the issues 
and his suppo rt fro m majo r Tex as interests hav e 
made him, in fact, a stro ng fav o rite with a 
heav ily financed campaig n. 


"Sis*v ” Farentho ld surprised ev ery o ne in 
19 72, h o o v er, and the co nditio ns just mig ht be 


Frances Farentho ld 
p resen t fo r an ev en big g er upset in the primary 
o n May 4. 


Mrs. Farentho ld is as well kno wn as the 
g o v erno r, this time, and better kno wn than 
mo st Tex as po ls; all headlines and news repo rts 
refer to her simply as "Sissy ” ; o ne statewide 
po ll g av e her an 85% "name identificatio n” 
amo ng Tex as v o ters, and an "unscientific sur­ 
v ey ’’ co nducted fo r her by telepho ne in majo r 


metro p o litan areas sho wed a fall-o ff o f less than 
fiv e p er cen t in her 
19 72 su p p o rt, as again st a 
19% fallo ff fo r Brisco e. 
These g ains — if substantiated o n May 4 — 
pro bably mean that reflex o ppo sitio n to a 
wo man fo r g o v erno r has faded since 19 72; 
po litical tabo o s, o nce bro ken, o ften disappear — 
as, fo r ex ample, the o ppo sitio n to a Ro man 
Catho lic fo r president. And while the traditio n 
in Tex as has almo st g uaranteed mo st g o v erno rs 
a seco nd term, this y ear Tex ans will be g iv ing 
the winner the first fo ur-y ear term in the state’s 
histo ry (a plum o rig inally desig ned fo r Ben 
Barnes); Mrs. Farentho ld ho pes they will no t so 
auto matically v o te fo r the incumbent this time, 
since that wo uld g iv e Brisco e six y ears in o ffice. 


In fact, a g o o d many Tex ans may no t v o te, 
at ail. No t in y ears, po litical buffs here say , has 
there been so little interest in a Demo cratic 
primary — as a result o f ex hausting co ntests in 
19 72, the fact that sev eral majo r state o ffices are 
unco ntested, and the po st-Waterg ate, po st- 
Sharpsto wn rev ulsio n ag ainst p o litics. 
Farentho ld wo rkers believ e a lo w turno ut 
wo uld fav o r her, because they believ e her sup­ 
po rters are mo re stro ng ly mo tiv ated and per­ 
so nally inv o lv ed than Brisco e’s. 


No t that Mrs. Farentho ld is precisely a 
"liberal” in the Tex as sense o f the wo rd. She is 


no t, that is, a lineal po litical descendant o f the 
mo re po pulist "liberals” o f the fifties and 
six ties, who fo ug ht so many po litical battles 
behind fo rmer Sen. Ralph Yarbo ro ug h and 
ag ainst the Co nnally -Jo hnso n wing o f the party . 
She did no t do well in 19 72 in Yarbro ug h's east 
Tex as stro ng ho ld, fo r ex ample, but ran almo st 
20.000 v o tes ahead o f him in co nserv ativ e Dallas 
Co unty (he lo st a co meback try fo r the Senate). 
Mrs. 
Farentho ld 
appeals stro ng ly to 
mino rities, refo rmers, wo men, co nsumers, the 
rank and file o f labo r, but she do es no t appear to 
aro use amo ng o thers the passio nate o ppo sitio n 
that Ralph Yarbo ro ug h did. 
Just this week, she made public her 19 73 in­ 
co me tax return, and wro te ev ery newspaper in 
Tex as to po int o ut that the g o v erno r had nev er 
disclo sed his co nsiderable wealth. If all in­ 
cumbents o f bo th parties are suffering to so me 
deg ree fro m a public reactio n ag ainst 
po liticians, there is no reaso n why the 
Waterg ate effect sho uldn't strike Do lph Brisco e, 
who has appo inted to o ffice, Mrs. Farentho ld 
say s, 17 reg istered lo bby ists and 187 o f his 19 72 
campaig n co ntributo rs. 


Mrs. Farentho ld is a hard campaig ner, an 
effectiv e speaker and phrase-maker, a mav erick 
who seems to hav e small g ift fo r po litical 
co y ness o r slippery respo nses.

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School Aid Bill Repeal Effort Is Challenged

A State School Boards Association official said 


Tuesday he doesn't think Nebraskans can legally vote 
on the repeal of the $150 million a year local school aid 
plan approved by the Unicameral this year. 


"I question whether this issue can be subjected to 


a petitioif referendum," Ross Rasmussen, executive 
director of the association, told United Press Inter- 
national in an interview. 


On that basis, a state senator contacted later about 


the situation told UPI he would fight an effort by 10 
other senators to seek repeal of the law by having the 
issue petitioned onto the November general election 
ballot. 


"I will be looking into the matter of seeking an in- 


junction to stop the waste of taxpayer money that 
would result from putting the question on the ballot," 
said Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh. 


However, DeCamp said he didn't know whether 


he would even need an injunction to stop the petition 
drive being headed by Sens. Ramey C. Whitney of 
Chappell and David Stahmer of Omaha.

"I don't think they understand it, much less can 


they explain it," DeCamp said. 


Rasmussen said the source of his question was not 


exactly one of the better known provisions of the law 
approved this year over Gov. J. J. Exon's veto. 


The source of the problem was a law passed last 


year in response to federal court mandates that han- 
dicapped school children receive the same educational 
benefits as other children. 


The law established a mandatory special educa- 


tion program at the district level to help the estimated 
10'r of the state's school age children who have some 
kind of handicap. 


But the funding machinery was included in this 


year's school aid law — $20 million initially — and 
Rasmussen noted the constitution prohibits a voter 
referendum on appropriations affecting state 
programs. 


Rasmussen said even if the repealer question is 


placed on the November ballot and voters approve it, 
there would be problems without any kind of legal bat- 
tle. 


The funding portion of the aid law for the han- 


dicapped becomes operational this Sept. 1 and 
Rasmussen contended a special session of the 
Unicameral would be needed the day after the election 
to straighten that out. 


Otherwise, he said, the local school districts 


would be 1007C responsible for financing because the 
state money just wouldn't be there. 


"The law is .mandatory but if funding is denied at 


the state level, that would certainly bring about a sub- 
stantial increase in tax rates at the local level," 
Rasmussen said. 


The handicapped portion of this year's state aid 


bill hasn't been mentioned by any of the opponents of 
the aid law. DeCamp said, and he added that Exon, 
who he feels is a major force behind the ballot repeal 
movement, doesn't care. 


"The governor may not care about destroying 10% 


of the youth population of this state by denying them 
an education," DeCamp said. "But I won't'be a party 
to his plan."

“Dantzler is the subject of a 
criminal investigation,” the 
source said. He agreed to talk 
only on condition of anonymity. 
The source also said no ransom 
was ever delivered. 
Dantzler, 43, an assistant vice 
president of City National Bank 
of Hallandale, called the bank 
Friday morning and said he was 
being held for a $60,000 ransom. 
He was found wet and tired, 


but otherwise unharmed early 
Saturday on a Fort Lauderdale 
beach. He told police he escaped 
by jumping from a boat into the 
Atlantic Ocean and swimming to 
shore. 
The banker’s car was dis­ 
covered by police nine blocks 
from the area where Dantzler 
was found. A police officer said 
Saturday that salt deposits 
revealed that the auto hadn’t 
been there for more than a cou­ 
ple of hours. 
Dantzler, who is divorced and 
lives alone in Hollywood, was 
not available for comment on 
the latest report. Asked earlier 
about hoax speculation, Dantzler 
said: “ I wish they (the police) 


had been with me. J could have 
used some help. ” 
Thomas Snellgrove, president 
of City National, said he would 
have no comment on the 
reported investigation. “ The 
police don’t check with me on 
the way they are proceeding,” 
Snellgrove said. He said Dantzler 
was expected back at work next 
Monday. 
Police originally said that a 
package containing $60,000 in 
$10 and $20 bills was placed in a 
trash receptacle not far from the 
bank. 
The source said Tuesday that 
no cash was paid. Instead, he 
said, a dummy package, con­ 
taining a note to the alleged ab- 


ducters, was delivered. “The 
note said that their demand for 
the money within s half-hour 
was unreasonable,” the source 
reported. “ It was suggested that 
if they contacted us again, we 
would make every effort to ac­ 
commodate them.” 
Dantzler told police that when 
he jumped into the ocean the 
boat was located off North Fort 
Lauderdale and he headed for 
lights that he was able to dis­ 
tinguish on shore. He was found 
about eight or nine miles south 
of that point. 
Lt. Paul Hill of the U.S. Coast 
Guard said Tuesday that the 
currents in that area run north. 
“If I jumped off a boat that was 


so far out to sea that I could only 
make out some light, I would 
expect to end up eight or 10 
miles north of where I left,” Hill 
said. “But I wouldn’t want to try 
it.” 
Snellgrove said that Dantzler, 
who began working at City 
National about a year ago, 
formerly worked at the Citizens 
National Bank of nearby 
Hollywood. 
Charles Lantz, president of 
Citizens National, was kidnaped 
on Jan 29.

The New York lottery started 
in 1967 with monthly drawings 
designed to offer people a 
chance to win a fortune and at 
the same time provide money 
for education.

Promotional Specials 
Income rose steadily until 1970 
when it showed a $3 million drop 
from the preceding year The 
decline prompted officials to 
start a series of promotional 
specials — a “ M illionaire 
Lottery,’’ for example — in an

The specials worked and last 
year’s income was $121 million. 
But officials say the money is 


coming from the specials — not 
from the basic lottery — and 
they predict a $5 million decline 
in revenue this year. 


All lotteries start off with a 
great deal of interest,” said Ted

Authorities say overly op­ 
timistic predictions before the 
lottery began have hurt them 
One official originally estimated 
the lottery would take in $360 
million a year — 45 per cent of 
which would go to education. 40 
per cent of which would go to 
ticket holders and 15 per cent of 


which would be used for 
operating expenses 
Termed Unrealistic 
Lottery spokesmen say such 
an estimate was unrealistic. 
Every New Yorker would have 
to spend $1 50 every month on 
tickets to produce that much

Now, in an effort to boost 
revenues, the state is con­ 
sidering adding a daily drawing 
to the regular monthly and 
weekly lotteries. It is hoped the 
daily lottery would cut into the 
illegal numbers racket. Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson, who supports 
the proposal, says a daily 
drawing would make the state 
lottery "more productive.” 


New Jersey officials are tur­ 


ning to promotion and adver­ 
tising efforts to try to boost 
lottery sales and meet an earlier 
estimate that $127 million worth 
of tickets would be sold for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1974 
Thus far, sales have been going 
at a rate that would bring in only 
$94 million, a decline from last 
year’s $112 million figure 


$300,060 Per Week 
Maryland's lottery didn't start 
operations until May. 1973 Of­ 
ficials say that through March 
21, 65 7 million 50-cent tickets 
were sold, providing a total 
revenue of just over $30 million 
Under state law, the state 
treasury and the ticket holders 
get an equal amount of money 
and prizes worth $13 5 million 


have been given out so far That 
works out to $300,000 a week 


Authorities estimated earlier 
that the lottery would net $400,- 
000 a week for the state coffers. 
"We’re behind the estimates, we 
admit it,” said Paul Moore, a 
spokesman. "Still, we tend to 
think that $300,000 a week for 
the state isn’t bad money.”

The New York lottery started 


in 1967 with monthly drawings 
designed to offer people a 
chance to win a fortune and at 
the same time provide money 
for education. The first year it 
had a gross income of $50 
million. 


Promotional Specials 


Income rose steadily until 1970 


when it showed a $3 million drop 
from the preceding year. The 
decline prompted officials to 
start a series of promotional 
specials - a "Millionaire 
Lottery," for example — in an 
effort to boost revenues. 


The specials worked and last 


year's income was $121 million.

"All lotteries start off with a 


great deal of interest," said Ted 
Aber, promotional director for 
the New York operation. "But 
they eventually taper off and 
reach their own level.

Authorities say overly op- 


timistic predictions before the 
lottery began have hurt them. 
One official originally estimated 
the lottery would take in $360 
million a year — 45 per cent of 
which would go to education, 40 
per cent of which would go to 
ticket holders and 15 per cent of 


which would be used for 
operating expenses. 


Termed Unrealistic 


Lottery spokesmen say such 


an estimate was unrealistic. 
Every New Yorker would have 
to spend $1.50 every month on 
tickets to produce that much 
revenue. 


Now, in an effort to boost 


revenues, the state is con- 
sidering adding a daily drawing 
to the regular monthly and 
weekly lotteries. It is hoped the 
daily lottery would cut into the 
illegal numbers racket. Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson, who supports 
the proposal, says a daily 
drawing would make the state 
lottery "more productive." 


New Jersey officials are tur- 


ning to promotion and adver- 
tising efforts to try to boost 
lottery sales and meet an earlier 
estimate that $127 million worth 
of tickets would be sold for the 
fiscal year ending June 30,1974. 
Thus far. sales have been going 
at a rate that would bring in only 
$94 million, a decline from last 
year's $112 million figure. 


$30«,«M Per Week 


Maryland's lottery didn't start 


operations until May, 1973. Of- 
ficials say that through March 
21, 65.7 million 50-cent tickets 
were sold, providing a total 
revenue of just over $30 million. 
Under state law, the state 
treasury and the ticket holders 
get an equal amount of money 
and prizes worth $13.5 million 


have been given out so far. That 
works out to $300,000 a week. 


Authorities estimated earlier 


that the lottery would net $400,- 
•M a week for the state coffers. 
"We're behind the estimates, we 
admit it," said Paul Moore, a 
spokesman. "Still, we tend to 
think that $300,600 a week for 
the state isn't bad money." A 
special lottery was begun 10 
weeks ago and Moore says 
preliminary figures show the 
promotion has added 100,000 
ticket sales a week. 


Officials of other lotteries say 


they're meeting their goals, but 
they agree that 
special 


promotions contribute to their 
success.

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British I ndustry Returns To Full-Time Work 


LONDON (AP) — “ We are vir­ 
tually back to normal,” Brian 
Oliver said more than a month 
after British industry ended its 
three-day week and returned to 
full-time work. 
Government surveys show 
that Oliver s small woodworking 
factory in North London is fairly 
typical of British industry as a 
whole, now just about back at 
normal output for the first time 
this year. 
The three-day week ended 
March 11. But it took most fac­ 
tories across the country until 
the second week in April to 
catch up with the levels of 
production they enjoyed before 


the short week was imposed last 
Dec. 31. One problem was supp­ 
ly shortages. 
“ I’m very pleased,” Oliver 
added. “ It could have been a lot 
worse. If the three-day week had 
lasted another month, we might 
not have survived.” 
The former Conservative 
government rationed industry to 
three days of electric power a 
week during a 10-week energy 
crisis rather than give in to 
striking coal miners' demands 
for higher pay. 
Since Britain depends on coal 
for 80 per cent of its electricity, 
the miners’ strike threatened to 
halt industry by spring unless 


power consumption was cut. 
After national elections Feb. 
28, the new Labor government 
paid the miners, ending both the 
strike and the three-day week. 
Industry Minister Tony Benn es­ 
timates Britain lost 20 per cent 
of its normal production during 
the short week, about $2.4 billion 
worth of manufactured goods. 
But officials in his department 
say most of this should be made 
up by higher production later in 
the year. 
Brian Oliver agreed. He said 
his factory also managed to turn 
out four days’ production in 
three days’ work by raising 
productivity and cutting out

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British Industry Returns To Full-Time Work 


LONDON (AP) - "We are vir- 


tually back to normal," Brian 
Oliver said more than a month 
after British industry ended its 
three-day week and returned to 
full-time work. 


Government surveys show 


that Oliver's small woodworking 
factory in North London is fairly 
typical of British industry as a 
whole, now just about back a' 
normal output for the first time 
this year. 


The three-day week ended 


March 11. But it took most fac- 
tories across the country until 
the second week in April to 
catch up with the levels of 
production they enjoyed before 


the short week was imposed last 
Dec. 31. One problem was supp- 
ly shortages. 


"I'm very pleased," Oliver 


added. "It could have been a lot 
worse. If the three-day week had 
lasted another month, we might 
not have survived." 


The former Conservative 


government rationed industry to 
three days of electric power a 
week during a 10-week energy 
crisis rather than give in to 
striking coal miners' demands 
for higher pay. 


Since Britain depends on coal 


for 80 per cent of its electricity, 
the miners' strike threatened to 
halt industry by spring unless 


power consumption was cut. 


After national elections Feb. 


26, the new Labor government 
paid the miners, ending both the 
strike and the three-day week. 
Industry Minister Tony Benn es- 
timates Britain lost 20 per cent 
of its normal production during 
the short week, about $2.4 billion 
worth of manufactured goods. 
But officials in his department 
say most of this should be made 
up by higher production later in 
the year. 


Brian Oliver agreed. He said

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Bugging Case 
Delay Is Denied 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
prosecutor of the Watergate 
break-m conspirators swore to 
the Senate Tuesday that he had 
not delayed cracking the case un­ 
til after the 1972 presidential 
election. 
Earl J. Silbert also denied 
giving special privileges to ad­ 
ministration witnesses, some of 
whom committed perjury at the 
trial in January, 1973. 
Silbert testified under oath 
before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which must pass on 
President Nixon’s nomination of 
him to be U.S. attorney here. 
“ Was there any discussion 
with the executive branch of any 
position for yourself, such as a 
judgeship'.'” asked Sen Philip 
Hart, D-Mich., the only one cf 
the committee's 16 members 
present for the entire opening 
session. 
“ No,” said Silbert “ P'lat out, 
no.” 
The chief challenge against 
Silbert’s nomination comes from 
Charles Morgan Jr., attorney for 
Robert Vance and R Spencer 
Oliver, who are president and 
executive director of the 
Association of State Democratic 
Chairmen. Vance and Morgan 
said they would testify later 
It was Oliver's telephone that 
was tapped by agents for Presi­ 
dent Nixon's re-election com­ 
mittee in their two break-ins at 
Democratic party Headquarters. 
Hart s questioning of Silbert 
appeared to follow Morgan's 
complaints, pomt-by-point.

NETV To Bid For Fall Programs

The Nebraska Educational 
Television (NETV) network next 
month will establish part of its 
fall schedule through a three- 
round,

system, the NETV Commission 
was told Tuesday. 


The national program 


cooperative system for 244 af­ 
filiates of the Pulbic Broad­ 
casting Service (PBS) represents 
“ something

attempted before,” said Com­ 
missioner Philip Heckman of 
Crete, also a PBS board 
member. 


Under

cooperative plan, local stations 
must match $1 for every $3 from 
the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting (CPB) and the 
Ford Foundation, to meet 
programming costs. 
Continuation of the current 
level of programming nationally 
will cost about $13.3 million, ac­ 
cording to Ron Hull, network 
program manager. CPB and 
Ford funds amount to about $10 
million. 
The first round of bidding will 
start May 2 and the third round 
of final selections should be 
completed by May 15, Hull said 


The bidding represents a com­ 
promise solution to the CPB 
board’s objections to some 
national public television 
programming, with about $3 
million of the funding respon­ 
sibility now transferred to the 
stations themselves. 


“ There was some feeling that 
programs were priced exor­ 
bitantly for years,” Heckman 
added 
In the complicated new bid­ 
ding system, the more stations 
that request a particular 
program offered — such as 
William F, Buckley Jr.'s “ Firing 
Line” — the less it will cost each 
station to buy. 
The system incorporates a for­ 
mula for equity in program 
pricing among stations of un­ 
equal size and capabilities, 
allowing for each’s number of 
viewers and budget.

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NETV To Bid For Fall Programs

The Nebraska Educational 


Television (NETV) network next 
month will establish part of its 
fall schedule through a three- 
round, nationwide bidding 
system, the NETV Commission 
was told Tuesday. 


The national program 


cooperative system for 244 if- 
filiatei of the Pulbic Broad- 
caatfeaf Service (PBS) represents 
"something we've 
never 


attempted before," said Com- 
missioner Philip Heckman of 
Crete, also a PBS board 
member. 


Under 
the 
national 


cooperative plan, local stations 
must match $1 for every $3 from 
the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting (CPB) and the 
Ford Foundation, to meet 
programming costs. 


Continuation of the current 


level of programming nationally 
will cost about $13.3 million, ac- 
cording to Ron Hull, network 
program manager. CPB and 
Ford funds amount to about $10 
million. 


The first round of bidding will 


start May 2 and the third round 


vof final selections should be 
completed by May 15, Hull said. 


The bidding represents a com- 


promise solution to the CPB 
board's objections to some 
national public 
television 


programming, with about $3 
million of the funding respon- 
sibility now transferred to the 
stations themselves. 


"There was some feeling that 


programs were priced exor- 
bitantly for years," Heckman 
added. 


In the complicated new bid- 


ding system, the more stations 
that request -a particular 
program offered — such as 
William F. Buckley Jr.'s "Firing 
Line" — the less it will cost each 
station to buy. 


The system incorporates a for- 


mula for equity in program 
pricing among stations of un- 
equal size and capabilities, 
allowing for each's number of 
viewers and budget. 


Hull and Commission 


Secretary Jack McBride said the 
system allows stations greater 
voice and control than before in 
selecting programming for their 
viewers. 


If there is no demand for cer- 


tain programs, they could be dis- 
continued. Other

Views Differ On Air-Cushion Restraints

New York — As far as the big 
three U.S. auto makers and the 
companies that supply them 
with electronics parts are con­ 
cerned, air-cushion restraints in 
passenger cars should be no 
more than an option. They 
would stick with the seat- 
belt/shoulder-hamess 
ignition 
interlock system that was first 
installed on this year's models 
and have proved to be effective 
in promoting safety so far 


But on this issue the auto com­ 
panies cannot have their way. 
The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (N’HTSA) 
has passed the word that passive 
restraint systems, such as air 
cushions, will be a must in the 
front seats of all passenger cars 
manufactured on or about Sept. 
1, 1976 — that is, in all 1977 
model cars. But engineers in 
Motown are still not certain that 


they will have an air cushion 
restraint as reliable as required 
in today’s cars. 


Roy Haeusler, chief engineer, 
automotive safety and security, 
for Chrysler Corporation con­ 
tends. “ the way has not even 
been cleared for agreement 
between government and in­ 
dustry on an effective test 
device, sometimes called a 
‘dummy,’ for monitoring the 
effectiveness of air bags. They 
have yet to issue the first perfor­ 
mance standards for such a dum­ 
my. Once again, we’re protesting 
that the government hasn't even 
begun its job of testing, or even 
provided a feasible measuring 
device, while they, in their 
political fashion, complain that 
we re not hopping to it and in­ 
stalling these things." 
Manufacturers Satisfied 
Auto manufacturers say 
they're not just dragging their 
heels, but rather that they are 
genuinely satisfied with the elec­ 
tronic seat-belt systems, which 
require front-seat passengers to 


buckle up in order to start the 
engine. Furthermore, they say 
motorists are going along with 
the interlock in increasing 
numbers and not trying to 
“ defeat" the system 


Officials in Washington aren't 
impressed with the arguments. 
James B. Gregory, the safety ad­ 
ministration chief, says that 
latest statistics indicate seat 
belts use has jumped from five 
per cent to 60% with the ignition 
interlock but that means 40% 
fail to use belts despite the 
elaborate encouragement. On 
the other hand, says Gregory, 
the air-cushion restraint systems 
provide “excellent front and 
angular crash protection with 
reliability close to 100%.” 


Some automobile company 
critics also recall that just a year 
ago the big three were griping 
about the seat-belt interlock 
when the government mandated 
installation in the '74 model 
lines. The interlock was the first 
electronic system to be installed 


in all cars simultaneously by all 
makers 
The only auto maker with 
much highway experience with 
the air bag is General Motors It 
provides them as a $225 option in 
1974 Cadillacs, Oldsmobiles and 
Buicks So far, with the model 
year substantially over, only 3.- 
000 have been sold, although GM 
has spent $60 million developing 
the air bag and is ready to 
provide 100,000 optional systems 
this year. 


Although GM is still waiting 
for more conclusive data on air- 
cushion systems, one of its 
studies of 700 fatal accidents 
showed that 31% of the fatalities 
could have been prevented if lap 
and shoulder harnesses had been 
fastened in place. According to 
GM, the air-cushion restraints 
alone would have prevented only 
18% of the fatalities, while a 
combination of air-cushion 
restraints and belt, which is the 
way the GM sells the system, 
would have prevented 20%.

Mrs. Batchelder, 54, is seeking 
the GOP nomination for lieute­ 
nant governor in a two-candidate 
race with former State Sen. 
William Wylie. 


Her party leadership posts in­ 
clude Republican state vice 
chairman (1959-64), national 
committeewoman (1964-70) and 
president of the Nebraska 
Federation of Republican 
Women (1972-74). 
Family Tradition 
For Anne Batchelder, GOP 
politics has been a family tradi­ 
tion. 
Her father, the retired presi­ 
dent of Quaker Oats, was once 
treasurer of’ the Republican

national committee and served 
as U.S. ambassador to Canada in 
the Eisenhower administration. 


Her husband, Clifton, was a 
state senator from 1965 to 1971, 
and he chased former Gov. 
Norbert Tiemann to the wire in 
the 1970 Republican guber­ 
natorial primary election, ul­ 
timately losing by less than 9,000 
votes. 


Mrs Batchelder has been ac­ 


tive in GOP politics for more 
than a quarter of a century, from 
precinct chairman in Chicago in 
1948, to ward chairman in 
California and finally to the 
foremost state party leadership 
positions in Nebraska 
“ A party worker is a team 
worker,” she points out. ‘‘So I 
think I would find it easy to 
operate as part of a team.” 


First Time 
Nebraska voters this autumn 
for the first time will elect their 
governor and lieutenant gover­ 
nor as a team If Mrs. Batchelder 
wins the May primary* match, 
she would be teamed with State 
Sen. 
Richard Marvel in 
November 


The gubernatorial nominee 
would determine the issues, she 
says, but her “concerns” include 
inflation, agricultural problems 
and government spending. 


“ I am particularly alarmed at 
how inflation affects young peo 
pie who are just getting started 
and older people who are living 
on limited incomes,” she said. 
While she supports “ frugality 


in 
governm ent,” 
Mrs. 
Batchelder noted, that does not 
mean “cutting out essential ser­ 
vices.” 
Tax Stand 
But, she said, “ I think we 
should keep taxes as low as 
possible.” 
Mrs Batchelder acknowledges 
the problems which Watergate- 
related events have created for 
the Republican Party and its 
candidates this year 


“But th ere’s nothing wrong 
with the p arty,” she declared . "I 
believe you can eith er sit back 
and gripe, or get in and work. 
I’m going to work .” 


Mrs. Batchelder’s campaign 
has taken her into most parts of 
the state, and her message will 
also be carried to voters through 
campaign advertising and a 
direct mail appeal to "a good 
percentage” of the registered 
Republicans in the state. 
Campaign Costs 
Total primary campaign costs, 
she guesses, will be in the 
neighborhood of $20,000 


Mrs. Batchelder is taking no 
position on the proposed con­ 
stitutional amendment 
to 
remove the lieutenant governor 
as presiding officer of the 
Legislature. 


“ I’ll be happy to abide by the 
wishes of the voters, whatever 
happens.” she said. 


Mrs. Batchelder resigned as 
GOP national committeewoman 
in 1970 when her husband — 
whose legislative record was 
marked by fiscal conservatism — 
decided to challenge the incum­ 
bent Republican governor. 


Since then, she has been 
publisher of the Douglas County 
Gazette, and Metro. 
Her campaign team includes 
many active party workers with 
whom she labored as a GOP 
leader, including former party 
officials and officeholders. 
“ I have traveled all over this 
state as a party worker.” Mrs 
Batchelder noted “ I think that 
qualifies me to know its con­ 
cerns ”

Pest Control Without Sprays Possible 


Views Differ On Air-Cushion Restraints

New York — As far as the big 


three U.S. auto makers and the 
companies that supply them 
with electronics parts are con- 
cerned, air-cushion restraints in 
passenger cars should be no 
more than an option. They 
would stick with the seat- 
belt/shoulder-harness 
ignition 


interlock system that was first 
installed on this year's models 
and have proved to be effective 
in promoting safety so far. 


But on this issue the auto com- 


panies cannot have their way. 
The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
has passed the word that passive 
restraint systems, such as air 
cushions, will be a must in the 
front seats of all passenger cars 
manufactured on or about Sept. 
1, 1976 — that is, in all 1977 
model cars. But engineers in 
Motown are still not certain that 


they will have an air cushion 
restraint as reliable as required 
in today's cars. 


Roy Haeusler, chief engineer, 


automotive safety and security, 
for Chrysler Corporation con- 
tends, "the way has not even 
been cleared for agreement 
between government and in- 
dustry on an effective test 
device, sometimes called a 
'dummy,' for monitoring the 
effectiveness of air bags. They 
have yet to issue the first perfor- 
mance standards for such a dum- 
my. Once again, we're protesting 
that the government hasn't even 
begun its job of testing, or even 
provided a feasible measuring 
device, while they, in their 
political fashion, complain that 
we're not hopping to it and in- 
stalling these things." 


Manufacturers Satisfied 


Auto manufacturers say 


they're not just dragging their 
heels, but rather that they are 
genuinely satisfied with the elec- 
tronic seat-belt systems, which 
require front-seat passengers to 


buckle up in order to start the 
engine. Furthermore, they say 
motorists are going along with 
the interlock in increasing 
numbers and not trying to 
"defeat" the system. 


Officials in Washington aren't 


impressed with the arguments. 
James B. Gregory, the safety ad- 
ministration chief, says that 
latest statistics indicate seat 
belts use has jumped from five 
per cent to 60% with the ignition 
interlock but that means 40% 
fail to use belts despite the 
elaborate encouragement. On 
the other hand, says Gregory, 
the air-cushion restraint systems 
provide "excellent front and 
angular crash protection with 
reliability close to 100%." 


Some automobile company 


critics also recall that just a year 
ago the big three were griping 
about the seat-belt interlock 
when the government mandated 
installation in the 74 model 
lines. The interlock was the first 
electronic system to be installed 


in all cars simultaneously by all 
makers. 


The only auto maker with 


much highway experience with 
the air bag is General Motors. It 
provides them as a f 225 option in 
1974 Cadillacs, Oldsmobiles and 
Buicks. So far, with the model 
year substantially over, only 3.- 
000 have been sold, although GM 
has spent $60 million developing 
the air bag and is ready to 
provide 100,000 optional systems 
this year. 


Although GM is still waiting 


for more conclusive data on air- 
cushion systems, one of its 
studies of 700 fatal accidents 
showed that 31% of the fatalities 
could have been prevented if lap 
and shoulder harnesses had been 
fastened in place. According to 
GM, the air-cushion restraints 
alone would have prevented only* 
18% of tbe fatalities, while a 
combination of air-cushion 
restraints and belt, which is the 
way the GM sells the system, 
would have prevented 20%.

Norbert Tiemann to the wire in 
the 1970 Republican guber- 
natorial primary election, ul- 
timately losing by less than 9,000 
votes. 


Mrs. Batchelder has been ac- 


tive in GOP politics for more 
than a quarter of a century, from 
precinct chairman in Chicago in 
1948, to ward chairman in 
California and finally to the 
foremost state party leadership 
positions in Nebraska. 


"A party worker is a team 


worker," she points out. "So I 
think I would find it easy to 
operate as part of a team." 


First Time 
Nebraska voters this autumn 


for the first time will elect their 
governor and lieutenant gover- 
nor as a team. If Mrs. Batchelder 
wins the May primary'match, 
she would be teamed with State 
Sen. Richard Marvel in 
November. 


The gubernatorial

would determine the issues, she 
says, but her "concerns" include 
inflation, agricultural problems 
and government spending. 


"I am particularly alarmed at

Treatment for warts varies... 


from Tom Sawyer rituals with 
dead cats and full moons, to the 
power of suggestion, freezing, 
electric sparks, and camphor oil. 


A wart is a viral infection of 


the outer layer of the skin. The 
Nebraska Medical Association 
reports that it is now believed 
that there is only one kind of 
wart. 


However, warts are classified 


according to their location. For 
example, plantar warts mean 
that the wart appears on the 
soles of the feet. Ordinary warts 
are always benign and always re- 
main so. An ordinary wart is not 
liable to become cancerous. 


If a patient has faith in a cer- 


tain treatment for warts, no 
matter how ridiculous or un- 
scientific, that treatment often 
appears to be responsible to him 
for the coincidental dis- 
appearance of his warts.

A Lincoln educator told 
National Recreation and Park 
Association (NRPA) conferees 
Tuesday they have a “golden op­ 
portunity” to help solve people 
problems and improve the quali­ 
ty of life in the country.

Omaha (AP) — Finance Direc­ 
tor George Richardson said 
Tuesday the increase in taxable 
valuation for the City of Omaha 
this year apparently will be the 
smallest in several years. 
However, he added, the Mayor 
Edward Zorinsky administration 
intends to keep the mill levy at 
its present 25 6 mills for next 
year, or $25 60 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation. 
The valuation projection, 
based on preliminary figures 
from the county assessor's of­ 
fice, is about 4% more than last 
year. 
Overall valuation increases 
were 4 94% in 1972, 7.48% in 
1971 and 8 03% in 1970. 
Richardson said the reason for 
the lower percentage increase 
this year is that the city has had 
no large annexations, meaning 
also it has assumed no large 
debts by annexation. 
The 25 6 mills would yield 
about $27,574,000 in 1975 taxes, 
compared to $26,502,000 this 
year.

Supplementation is also im­ 
portant because of the generally 
lower digestibility of f orage lef t 
af ter grain harvest, he pointed 
out.

A Lincoln educator told 


National Recreation and Park 
Association (NRPA) conferees 
Tuesday they have a "golden op- 
portunity" to help solve people 
problems and improve the quali- 
ty of life in the country. 


Lincoln East High School 


Principal Jim Huge said park 
and recreation departments are 
in the unique position of being 
one of the constant factors in the 
country. 


"You can provide the kind of 


leisure times which are 
beneficial in both the social and 
personal sense," he said. 


"We can't predict what people 


are going to have to face in the 
near future," he said, urging the 
officials to be observant and to 
be optimists "regardless of what 
changes hit us." 


But, in order to reach the 


citizens, Huge said, "We're 
going to have to make sure we 
involve people." 


He urged the some 350 


delegates attending the Midwest 
NRPA conference winding up 
Tuesday in Lincoln to adopt his 
philosopy in dealing with people. 


The philosophy, which Huge 


termed a self-fulfilling prophecy, 
works this way. 


"I'm not what I think I am. 


I'm not what you think I am. 
Rather, I am what I think you 
think I am. It's my perception of 
your perception of me." 


Huge interpreted his 


philosophy to mean, "If we 
expect the best for each other 
and trust each other, we'll have 
a better world than we have 
today." 


He also lauded the present 


cooperation between the Lincoln 
Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment and the School Board in es- 
tablishing joint recreational 
facilities.

At least two Nebraska Public 


Service Commission members 
Tuesday were looking more 
favorably upon a state-federal 
railroad safety inspection 
program it was originally feared 
would force abandonment of all 
branch lines in Nebraska 


The commissioners 
met 


Tuesday with three represen- 
tatives of the Federal Railroad 
Administration who indicated 
their original plans have been 
relaxed to give the states control 
over the inspection program 


The meeting was arranged 


after the commissioners balked 
at initial efforts to gain commis- 
sion participation. Such opposi- 
tion apparently resulted in 
transferring control over the in- 
spection program from the 
federal agency to the state. 


Following the hour-long 


meeting, Commissioner Duane 
Gay admitted he was "shocked"

merit"

couraged" by the meeting

That the players are 
iX*hjng hot ammak and th» fnartring «taff Ktt k> 
better than trainers. Starkeouiuu disagrees. 


"In some aspects yon can caD fl; brutal" be 


says. "There's stunt pietly food totting gomg on 
oat there and some people get kind of carried 


away with themselves. 


"But," he added, "as far as being 


demeaning . . . if I really thought that. I 
wouldn't play. It's challenging. I lost my 
bearings on a kickoff a year ago against North 
Carolina State and it took the better part of the 
third quarter before I got going again " He 
shrugs. "That's just part of the game." 


Was the North Carolina State game his 


toughest? 


"No." he smiles. "That would have to be 


the Oklahoma game. That's also one of the 
biggest disappointments I've had. Those guys 
were quick and could really hit. But I'm not 
pointing at Oklahoma this year and forgetting 
about the others. I'm going to take them one at 
a time until then," he adds softly 


Starkebaum rates Dave Logan <Colorado' 


and Joe Washington (Oklahoma) as the hardest 
players he's probably faced Washington es- 
pecially. 


"He's about as hard to bnng down as John- 


ny Rodgers." he says seriously. "He's got real 
good lateral movement and moves that are like 
Rodgers." 


Bat, inevitably, tbe conversation always 


works back to Oklahoma — and tbe 27-0 
shellacking tbe Sooners banded tbe Huskers 
That ranlkes and probably will all year long. 


•It's always hard to lose." Starkebaum 


says. "But you can stiD get some satisfaction in 
knowing you've played a tough game and the 
best you could. I'm extremely critical of myself 
and if I think I didn't put out as much as I 
should have. I'm extremely tough critically on 
myself. That's tbe way you have to be 


"The whole thing is a challenge." he 


reiterates. "It's beating tbe man over you one- 
on-one. Taking that guard or tackle and keeping 
him from opening up a hole. It's yon against 
them." 


Last year, Starkebaum Jogged 26 unassisted 


tackles. 16 assisted, and had one pass intercep- 
tion Tins year, with the determination and 
goals he's set for himself, those figures should 
more than doable.

Two Triple Crown Eligibles? 


Most everyone who knows anything about 


thoroughbred horse racing is convinced the field for the 
100th Kentucky Derby a week from Saturday is so 
mediocre that the entry box will be jammed by owners 
who feel their colt has just as good a chance as anybody. 


If that happens, for the first time in history there will 


be two horses eligible to capture the triple crown of 
racing, which also includes the Preakness and Belmont. 


Reports out of Louisville say more than 45 horses are 


still considered possible starters even though the race is 
only a week and a half away. The starting gate can accom- 
modate only 22 horses. 


Eddie Arcaro, who should know good Derby horses, 


said on national television before the running of the se- 
cond section of the Wood Memorial last Saturday: 
"They're really just a bad bunch of horses. .. they sure 
don't look like Derby horses to me." 


Then in the other half of the Wood his contention 


might have been proved when Rube The Great won by a 
head. Rube The Great can't be all that great, however, 
because he was seventh, nine and a quarter lengths 
behind Destroyer in the Santa Anita Derby. 


Destroyer, of course, is Nebraskan Ken Opstein's 


Derby hopeful, but has won only that Santa Anita race in 
six tries this year and is listed at 10-1 in the Reno Turf 
Club future book. 


Destroyer has good bloodlines, being a Florida-bred 


son of Vitriolic out of a Nashua mare. He will make a final 
Derby prep in the seven furlong Stepping Stone purse 
Saturday on opening day at Churchill Downs. 


Reno makes Agitate the current favorite at 4-1 with 


Judger at 4Vi-l. Some of the other more highly-regarded 
colts are Bushongo, Protagonist and Triple Crown at 8-1 
and Cannonade and Little Current at 10-1. 


'Nobody' Wins The Race 


A New York public relations firm drumming up in- 


terest in the triple crown for a distillery came out with 
this first paragraph of a news release: 


"The way the three-year olds are behaving this year 


that famous fictional colt 'Nobody' could win the up- 
coming Derby and the other triple crown events. You 
remember 'Nobody', of course. Someone once wanted to 
hang that name on a poor-unsuspecting thoroughbred to 
shake up track announcers. 'Nobody takes the lead at the 
start, it's Nobody in front at the half mile mark. Nobody 
is leading in the stretch, and Nobody wins it." 


Maybe that's only half right. Maybe two 'Nobody's' 


will win the 'runs' for the roses on May 4 in old Ken- 
tucky's 100th Derby. 


Interested in some facts on the triple crown? 
Only nine horses have won the triple crown and there 


was a quarter of a century between Citation's feat in 1948 
and the wins by Secretariat last year. Others were Sir Bar- 
ton in 1919, Gallant Fox in 1930, Omaha in 1935, War Ad- 
miral in 1937, Whitlaway in 1941, Count Fleet in 1943, and 
Assault in 1946. 


Twenty five have taken two legs of the triple crown, 


two of them recently . . . Canonero II in 1971 and Riva 
Ridge in 1972. 


Another was Man o' War, who won the Preakness 


and Belmont in 1920, but wasn't even nominated for the 
Kentucky Derby. In fact, he never raced in Kentucky.

Health Minister Marc La- 
londe has said the legislation 
would protect Canadian profes­ 
sional football. 
He said the Canadian Foot­ 
ball League would suffer and 
perhaps die if the Northmen— 
or any other United States— 
were allowed to operate in Can­ 
ada and draw revenues from 
Canadian football 
The Conservatives rejected 
the argument, saying a ban 
would have the reverse effect 
and hurt the CFL 


The bill would make it impos­ 
sible for any U S. professional 
football league to operate in 
Canada or for any Canadian 
team to play in the United 
States But it would allow exhi­ 
bition games between Canadian 
and U S teams. 


It also would provide for a 
limit of imported players for 
Canadian teams. After this year, 
60 per cent of the players in the 
CFL would have to be Canadian

School Board Rejects

The Lincoln Public Schools Board of Educa­ 
tion Tuesday night denied a request by an Irving 
Junior High School teacher to use her sick leave 
during maternity leave. 
The vote was 4-2 on the request by English 
teacher Janis Ristow, with board member Pearl 
Goldenstein and chairman John Lux dissenting. 


Supt. John Prasch recommended that the 
board deny Mrs. Ristow’s request but restudy Its 
policy, which confines use of sick leave stricly to il­ 
lness. He said the policy as it stands will probably 
be “ tested by the Nebraska Equal Opportunity 
Commission and by the courts.” 


(The NEOC last month ruled in favor of a com­ 
plaint filed by an Omaha teacher on the pregnancy 
leave question, challenging a maternity leave policy 


requiring termination of an employe on a man­ 
datory date. 
(The commission also ruled as an unlawful 
emplovment practice a secondary Omaha sick 
leave policy allowing for accrued days for all dis­ 
abilities, but barring payment for accrued days for 
pregnancy. The Omaha board appealed the rulings 
Prasch questioned whether a proposed change 
in the Lincoln district policy had been “completely 
thought through.”

OGDEN, Utah (AP) - Two 
men bent on thievery broke into 
a record shop and. after 
terrorizing and torturing the 
employes, killed three of them, 
police said. 


Authorities pieced together 
this series of events: 
The two men kicked in a back 
door of the Hi Fi record shop, 
apparently planning a burglary 
and believing the store to have 
closed for the night. 
When they got inside, they dis­ 
covered that the shop was not 
scheduled to close until later — 
11 p.m. 
Police said four employes in 
the store were tied up, forced to 
drink some kind of caustic fluid 
and then shot in the head. 


In the interim, Orren W 
Walker, 43. went to the store to 
see what had happened to his 
son, Stanley. 20. He was quoted 
by police as saying he was seized 
by the gunmen who tried to 
force him to drink acid which he 
spit out. The elder Walker also 
was shot in the head. He was 
reported in satisfactory condi­ 
tion at McKay Dee Hospital with 
a superficial gunshot wound and 
a punctured eardrum. 
Police identified the dead, all 
Ogden residents, as Stanley O.

He said there 
also should be a special found of 
money for direct government 
employment for people who lose 
their jobs as a result of the 
tightened policy. 
” 1 don’t think we’re going to 
get anything like this out of the 
Nixon administration, so I 
expect we’re just going to have 
to suffer inflation for a while 
longer,” he said. “On economic 
policy, the leadership has to be 
taken by the executive.

Board Nixes 
Grid Playoff 


Hastings (AP) - The Hastings 


Board of Education voted 6-0 
against a proposed high school 
football playoff in Nebraska. 


But the board said it would 


take part hi the playoff if agreed 
to by membership of the 
Nebraska School Activities 
Association. 


The playoff proposal has been 


referred to the schools by the 
NSAA rules committee. 


Speaking against the proposal 


were Norm Sheets, high school 
football coach; Gerald Kroeger, 
athletic director; and Dr. Elmer 
Murman, principal. 


Sheets said that under the 


proposal, his team could win the 
Big Ten and still not represent 
the district. Also, he said, it 
would mean shortening the 
schedule to eight games. 


Kroeger and Dr. Murman said 


they saw no betterment for the 
football program. 


For the issue to pass and go 


into effect during the 1975 
season, 60 per cent of the schools 
voting, and at least 131 schools, 
must favor the suggestion. 
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Tampa Reportedly Set 
For Franchise In NFL 


New York (UPI) - The City 


of Tampa has the inside track to 
become the newest member of 
the National Football League 
although the owners, after an 
eight-hour meeting behind 
locked doors Tuesday, were un- 
able to arrive at a decision when 
the expansion should take place. 


Four represenatives from 


Tampa were present at the ses- 
sion, and UPI learned that there 
is more sentiment among the 


NFL owners to admit that city 
than any other one at this time. 


In addition to Tampa. Seattle. 


Memphis, Honolulu and Phoenix 
also are bidding to join the 26- 
team NFL. Twenty affirmitive 
votes are required before a team 
can gain membership into the 
league.

Osborne To Speak 


Ainsworth — Nebraska foot-

OTTAWA (AP) - The gov- 


ernment's bill to outlaw United 
States football leagues in Cana- 
da received approval in prin- 
ciple in the House of Commons 
Tuesday by a vote of 118-90. 


The bill will now go before a 


Commons committee where 
witnesses may be called. 


Designed primarily to prevent 


the Toronto Northmen of the in- 
fant World Football League 
from operating, the bill received 
almost solid support from the 
Liberals and almost solid opposi- 
tion from the Conservatives. 


The New Democrats were 


split as was the Social Credit par- 
ty 


Health Minister Marc La- 


londe has said the legislation 
would protect Canadian profes- 
sional football. 


He said the Canadian Foot- 


ball League would suffer and 
perhaps die if the Northmen— 
or any other United States- 
were allowed to operate in Can- 
ada and draw revenues from 
Canadian football. 


The Conservatives rejected 


the argument, saying a ban 
would have the reverse effect 
and hurt the CFL. 


The bill would make it impos- 


sible for any U.S. professional 
football league to operate in 
Canada or for any Canadian 
team to play in the United 
States. But it would allow exhi- 
bition games between Canadian 
and U.S. teams. 


It also would provide for a 


limit of imported players for 
Canadian teams. After this year. 
60 per cent of the players in the 
CFL would have to be Canadian. 


In Toronto. Northmen Presi- 


dent John Bassett was not 
available for comment. Report- 
edly, he had gone to Louisville. 
Ky.. along with team Chairman 
Herb Solway and General Man- 
ager Leo Cahill, in search for an 
alternate playing site. 


Bears Get Dale 


Bloomington, Minn. (AP) — 


Veteran receiver Carroll Dale 
has been released by the 
Minnesota Vikings of the 
National Football League team 
and claimed on waivers by the 
Chicago Bears, the Vikings said 
Tuesday. 


Pete Rozelle, who spoke for the 
owners. "We decided to adjourn 
for the night and give everyone a 
chance to think." 


Asked if he thought a decision 


might be reached sometime 
during the day, Rozelle said, "It 
depends upon how far we can 
go. I hope we can." 


The matter of the rival World 


Football League also entered 
into Tuesday's disucssions, but 
Rozelle said that the birth of the 
new league was not the deciding 
factor in further NFL expansion. 


"I really don't see how it 


affected it." he said. "No one 
feels by expansion you're going 
to kill'off the World Football 
League." 


Rozelle was perturbed, 


however, by WFL raiding parties 
that already have taken away a 
number of star players from the 
senior league and said that it was 
detrimental to football as a 
whole. 


Rozelle said that no vote was 


taken on expansion during the 
opening day of the meeting. 
Instead, the owners discussed 
various elements associated with 
expansion and how people felt 
about it. 


Representatives of the Dallas 


Cowboys and Cincinnati Bengals 
also reported to the other 
owners on the suits they have 
filed against WFL clubs which 
have raided their players.

School Board Rejects Sick Leave Use For Maternity Leave

The Lincoln Public Schools Board of Educa- 


tion Tuesday night denied a request by an Irving 
Junior High School teacher to use her sick leave 
during maternity leave. 


The vote was 4-2 on the request by English 


teacher Janis Ristow, with board member Pearl 
Goldenstein and chairman John Lux dissenting. 


Supt. John Prasch recommended that the 


board deny Mrs. Ristow's request but restudy its 
policy, which confines use of sick leave stricly to il- 
lness. He said the policy as it stands will probably 
be "tested by the Nebraska Equal Opportunity 
Commission and by the courts." 


(The NEOC last month ruled in favor of a com- 


plaint filed by an Omaha teacher on the pregnancy 
leave question, challenging a maternity leave policy 


requiring termination of an employe on a man- 
datory date. 


(The commission also ruled as an unlawful 


employment practice a secondary Omaha sick 
leave policy allowing for accrued days for all dis- 
abilities, but barring payment for accrued days for 
pregnancy. The Omaha board appealed the rulings. 


Prasch questioned whether a proposed change 


in the Lincoln district policy had been "completely 
thought through." 


For example, he pointed out a possible conflict 


For an employe who cannot draw upon «ick leave if 
ill while on non-paid leave. Also, "Maternity leave 
frequently extends over a long period of time," he 
said. 


Prasch suggested the board study possible dis- 


crimination that might result if a teacher bore a

He was 
reported in satisfactory condi- 
tion at McKay Dee Hospital with 
a superficial gunshot wound and 
a punctured eardrum. 


Police identified the dead, all 


Ogden residents, as Stanley 0. 
Walker, Michelle Ainsley, 18. 
and Mrs. Byron Naisbitt, no age 
listed. Mrs. Naisbitt's son 
Courtney. 16, also employed at 
the store, was in critical condi- 
tion Tuesday with a gunshot 
wound in the head.

crease taxes on big automobiles 
and high income." He said there 
also should be a specia] found of 
money for direct government 
employment for people who lose 
their jobs as a result of the 
tightened policy. 


"I don't think we're going to 


get anything like this out of the 
Nixon administration, so I 
expect we're just going to have 
to suffer inflation for a while 
longer," he said. "On economic 
policy, the leadership has to be 
taken by the executive. It is very 


hard for Congress to take 
leadership. As long as the ad- 
ministration isn't taking the 
leadership, the only solution is to 
wait for the opportunity to 
change the 
administration. 


That's the only democratic 
recourse there is." 


Galbraith said the country is 


not in a recession because that's 
usually defined as the time of 
deficient demand and insuf- 
ficient purchasing power. 


"If we were in that situation, 


there would be some merit in 
expanding purchasing power by 
a tax reduction." he said, and 
added there should not be a tax 
cut as some have proposed.

In a letter to the Federal Communications 
Commission <FCC), Carpenter said both the 
Omaha World-Herald Co. and the Channel 7 
Corp., which operates KETV. are owned and con­ 
trolled by Peter Kiewit of Omaha, “ personally 
and through another corporation he controls. 
Peter Kiewit & Sons, Inc." 
Such an arrangement he charged, “creates a 
situation in which there is a high degree of con- 


centration in the dissemination of local news and 
advertising in the city of Omaha." 
Carpenter said this denial is exemplified by 
the fact that KETV allegedly has denied 
Carpenter the right to purchase broadcast time in 
’his bid this year for the Democratic nomination 
for lieutenant governor. Carpenter said the sta­ 
tion sold him time in his 1972 campaign against 
Sen Carl Curtis for the U S. Senate. 
To renew KETV’s license, he said, would not 
be in the public interest and would be contrary to 
the Federal Communications Act. 
In Des Moines. St. Louis and Milwaukee, the 
FCC through the U.S. Justice Department is 
challenging joint ownership of newspapers and 
broadcast media.

Schmit Fertilizer Price Disputed 


A statement by Sen. Loran 
Schmit of Bellwood that dealers 
selling fertilizer for $325 a ton 
could not be selling imported 
fertilizer was challenged Mon­ 
day by Cliff Wegner. a local 
cooperative manager at Firth. 
Schmit, in an interview with 
the Associated Press, had said 
that imported fertilizer could not 
be sold for less than $375 
a ton. 
Wegner, manager of the Firth 
Cooperative Co., a farmer- 
owned cooperative, used a copy 
of a bill of lading for imported 
fertilizer to prove his point. 
The document showed that a 
carload of anhydrous ammonia 
weighing 79.87 tons was shipped 
from Lake Charles, La., to the 
Firth Co-op at a cost of $254 a 
ton plus a shipping charge of 
$15.54 per ton with an additional 
surcharge of $34.75 added on to 
the shipping cost. 
Wegner has been offering this 
imported fertilizer to his 
customers for $270 a ton, a price 


which includes use of a supply 
tank but not use of an applicator, 
which the farmer must rent if he 
doesn’t own one. 
That is $95 a ton less than the 
figure Schmit is quoted as saying 
is the minimum price that im­ 
ported could be sold for. 
Wegner said he believed that 
the figure Schmit quoted might 
be correct if the fertilizer were 
ordered from overseas sources 
today, because prices have risen 
considerably since he ordered 
this particular car of imported 
fertilizer. 
“ Farmland Industries, our 
supplier, has quit buying im­ 
ported fertilizer because the 
price has gone out of sight They 
should have a new plant in 
Oklahoma soon, so that reduces 
their need for imported fer­ 
tilizer,” he said. 
Wegner said the Firth 
cooperative's board of directors, 
made up of farmers, had decided 
to offer their limited supply of 


domestically 
produced 
anhydrous ammonia at a lower 
price than the imported fertilizer 
rather than blend the two lots 
together and average the price. 
“ Some fertilizer users have 
taken some of the higher priced 
fertilizer to fill their tank or to 
finish a field, but we have had to 
ration it at two tons a 
customer," he explained. 


Wegner has devised a formula 
using customers’ purchases of 
fertilizer during the last three 
years to come up with an 
average figure. Farmers are 
allocated 70% of that average 
from domestic supplies the co­ 
op expects to receive during 
April, with the additional two 
tons per customer of imported 
fertilizer available at a higher 
price if they want it. 


The domestic price is $153 a 
ton, the imported $270 a ton. 
Wegner points out that this is 
still cheaper than dry fertilizer in 


terms of price per pound of plant 
food. 
Wegner said he felt there were 
two reasons for the shortage of 
fertilizer One was the sharply 
increased demand for fertilizer 
because of the increase in 
acreage being farmed and the 
other was problems of getting 
adequate transportation to move 
fertilizer to the dealer. 
Very few farmers have any 
storage capacity for fertilizer. 
“ We have a few farmers who 
own a tank that will hold 1,000 
gallons of fertilizer but none of 
our customers has any stationary 
storage for fertilizer and very 
few store any dry fertilizer. 
Wegner also said he had not 
been offered any black market 
fertilizer this year “ There isn’t 
any point in a cooperative 
charging a huge price for fer­ 
tilizer. Any profit we make is 
returned to the farmers who buy 
the fertilizer on the basis of what 
they buy anyway,” he explained.

The astronauts showed a 
House committee dramatic films 
and slides of mountainsides 
gouged by strip mining, forests 
denuded by the clear-eutting of 


timber, cities obscured by smog 
and nvers and lakes muddied by 
pollution and silt. 
At a bnefing to the House 
Science and Astronautics Com­ 
mittee on their 84-day space mis­ 
sion. the astronauts said they 
were constantly amazed at how 
clearly such effects could be 
seen from their perch in orbit.

Future Skylab-type missions, 
both manned and unmanned, 
could help to see potential 
threats to the environment 
before they materialized into 
Earthlings Are Not Alone, 
Scientis t's Logic Sugges ts

Washington — No one was around to witness 
the estimated four-billion-year-long evolution of 
human life. But man still smugly imagines 
himself as the sole conscious, intelligent creature 
in the universe. 
Most students or observers of the universe 
tend to go along with this since, after all. they 
cannot produce a creature from outer space to 
disprove it. 


But West German scientist Hoimar von Dit­ 
furth gently disputes it by deft use of 
mathematics and logic. 


How, he asks, in “Children of the Universe.“ 
can man assume he’s “ it” in the universe when 
one considers the number of planets like earth, 
seen and unseen, in just our own Milky Way 
Galaxy? 
Especially so. Von Ditfurth adds, when it is 
remembered that all of these planets produce 
"the same 92 elements composing our present 
world?” 
100 Billion Stars 
Von Ditfurth. professor of psychiatry and 
neurology at the Universities of Wuerzburg and 
Heidelberg, and one of Europe's best-known 
scientific journalists, points out the Milky Way 
contains perhaps 100 billion stars. 


The only planets earthlings can observe are 
those in our own planetary system, since even the 
nearest fixed stars in the Milky Way are too far 
away for their planets to be observed 


Our planetary system, of course, revolves 
around the star we call the sun. It would be very 
strange indeed, Von Ditfurth observes, if the sun 
were the only one among 100 billion stars in the 
Milky Way to develop its own system of planets. 


"Even if we are very conservative," he 
writes, "and assume that only one of every 100,- 
000 suns (stars) in the Milky Way developed its 
own planetary system, this would mean that one 
million solar systems like ours existed in (our 
own) galaxy alone." 
This same mathematical ratio holds true for 
life development elsewhere in the universe, Von 
Ditfurth maintains So — "How can we assume 


that, of all the planets in our Milky Way system, 
only one should have given birth to life and con­ 
sciousness9" 
Earthocentric View 
The scientist points out "many people still 
make this assumption . . . They may have dis­ 
carded the belief that our planet (alone) is the 
physical or astronomical hub of the universe. But 
they still believe that in the entire cosmos, only 
the Earth could have generated consciousness or 
intelligence.” 
Logic, Von Ditfurth contends, indicates that 
all spiral galaxies like our own (and the universe 
swarms with them) must be teeming with con­ 
scious life At the moment he wrote, the scientist 
continues throughout other galaxies, innumerable 
varieties of creatures probably are brooding over 
the mysteries of the universe. 


The scientist concedes that human imagina­ 
tion cannot begin to picture what life forms exist 
elsewhere. 


“ Probably," he says jocularly, "we would not 
understand these creatures even if we should 
meet them face to face. We have adapted to a 
specific environment which has narrowed our 
range of possible (imaginative) growth Although 
we may be sure that we are not alone in the 
cosmos, we cannot really imagine who our com­ 
panions may be.” 
Evolution Goes On 
He also reminds readers that even though 
four billion years were required to get man where 
he is. the evolutionary process didn’t simply halt 
when that tiny cosmic goal was achieved. 
In fact, he writes, “man has only recently dis­ 
covered the existence of the evolutionary process, 
the basic principles of which were described little 
more than a century ago.” 


Now, he concludes, man is just beginning to 
learn something else new about himself — "that 
we are not the final product of this 
development.” 


“ At this very moment," he declares, “ life is 
evolving toward a future we cannot even begin to 
imagine" any more than we can imagine other 
life "out there " 
And — Life also continues to evolve "out 
there."

major problems, they testified 
"We can have our cake and eat 
it to,” Pogue said, noting that 
such techniques would be par­ 
ticularly useful in monitoring 
strip mining and lumbering 
operations. 


Pogue showed a slide of 
Virginia, West Virginia and 
Tennessee clearly showing strip 
mining scars, which Pogue said 
appeared as "wiggle worms" to 
the Skylab crew 
The astronauts also showed 
slides of many other areas of 
both America and other nations 
showing the ravages of civiliza­ 
tion.

“ I hope these photographs can 
be rapidly made available to 
those whomake the decisions,’ 
said Rep.

Skylab commander Lt. Col 
Gerald P. Carr said while they 
were impressed with the vast 
size of the earth, they were also 
struck by the fact that "man is 
rather huddled up in small 
places” on its surface.

Renewal Of KETV License 


Is Challenged By Carpenter 


Sen. Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff has 


challenged the renewal of Omaha television sta- 
tion KETV's broadcast license on the grounds 
that common ownership of KETV and the Omaha 
World-Herald impedes dissemination of divergent 
viewpoints. 


In a letter to the Federal Communications 


Commission (FCC), Carpenter said both the 
Omaha World-Herald Co. and the Channel 7 
Corp., which operates KETV, are owned and con- 
trolled by Peter Kiewit of Omaha, "personally 
and through another corporation he controls, 
Peter Kiewit & Sons, Inc." 


Such an arrangement he charged, "creates a 


situation in which there is a high degree of con- 


centration in the dissemination of local news and 
advertising in the city of Omaha." 


Carpenter said this denial is exemplified by

La., to the 
Firth Co-op at a cost of $254 a 
ton plus a shipping charge of 
$15 54 per ton with an additional 
surcharge of $34.75 added on to 
the shipping cost 


Wegner has been offering this 


imported fertilizer to his 
customers for $270 a ton, a price 


which includes use of a supply 
tank but not use of an applicator, 
which the fanner must rent if be 
doesn't own one. 


That is $95 a ton less than the 


figure Schmit is quoted as saying 
is the minimum price that im- 
ported could be sold for. 


Wegaer saM be believed that 


the figure Schmit quoted might 
be correct if the fertilizer were 
utdeied fioui overseas sources 
today, because prices have rises 
considerably siace be oideied

leruiuer. 


"Farmland Industries, our 


supplier, has quit buying im- 
ported fertilizer because the 
price has gone out of sight They 
should have a new plant in 
Oklahoma soon, so that reduces 
their need for imported fer- 
tilizer," be said. 


Wegner said the Firth 


cooperative's board of directors, 
made op of farmers, had decided 
to offer their limited supply of 


domestically 
produced 


anhydrous ammonia at a tower 
price than the imported fertilizer 
rather than blend the two lots 
together and average the price. 


"Some fertilizer users have 


taken some of the higher priced 
fertilizer to fill their tank or to 
finish a field, but we have had to 
ration it at two tons a 
customer," be explained. 


Wegaer has devised a f omnda 


using customers' purchases of 
fertilizer during tfae last three 
years to come ap with an 
average figure. Fanners are 
allocated T9% of that average 
from domestic svppBes the co- 
op expects to receive daring 
Aprfl, with the addWoaai two 
tons per cwtoner of imported 
fertilizer avaiabfe at a higher 
price if they want it 


The domestic price is $153 a 


ton. the imported $270 a ton. 
Wegner points out that this is 
still cheaper than dry fertilizer in 


terms of price per pound of plant 
food. 


Wegner said he felt there were 


two reasons for the shortage of 
fertilizer One was the sharply 
increased demand for fertilizer 
because of the increase in 
acreage being farmed and the 
other was problems of getting 
adequate transportation to move 
fertilizer to the dealer. 


Very few farmers have anv 


storage capacity for fertilizer. 
"We have a few fanners who 
own a tank that wffl bold l,We 
gaOons of f ertitizer but none of 
our customers has any stationary 
storage for fertilizer and very 
few store any dry fertilizer. 


Wegner also said he had not 


been offered any black market 
fertilizer this year. "There isn't 
any point in a cooperative 
charging a huge price for fer- 
tilizer. Any profit we make is 
returned to the fanners who buy 
the fertilizer on the basis of what 
they buy anyway," he explained.

WASHINGTON (An - 


Skylab 3 astronauts presented 
Congress Tuesday with a view of 
an earth scarred by the activities 
of many an assault on the en- 
vironment they said future mis- 
sions might help them control. 


The astronauts showed a 


House committee dramatic films 
and slides of mountainsides 
gouged by strip mining, forests 
denuded by the clear-cutting of 


timber, cities obscured by smog 
and rivers and lakes muddied by 
pollution and silt. 


At a briefing to the House 


Science and Astronautics Com- 
mittee on their 84-day space mis- 
sion, the astronauts said they 
were constantly amazed at how 
clearly such effects could be 
seen from their perch in orbit. 


"The 
pollution 
over 


metropolitan areas — you can 
almost taste the stuff," said' 


Skylab pilot Lt. Col. William R. 
Pogue. 


"It had quite an emotional 


feedback." 


The astronauts said that their 


photographs showed that such 
activities could be easily and ac- 
curately monitored from space. 


Future Skylab-type missions, 


both manned and unmanned,

Earthlings Are Not Alone, 
Scientist's Logic Suggests

Washington — No one was around to witness 


the estimated four-billion-year-long evolution of 
human life. But man still smugly imagines 
himself as the sole conscious, intelligent creature 
in the universe. 


Most students or observers of the universe 


tend to go along with this since, after all, they 
cannot produce a creature from outer space to 
disprove it. 


But West German scientist Hoimar von Dit- 


furth gently disputes it by deft use of 
mathematics and logic. 


How, he asks, in "Children of the Universe," 


can man assume he's "it" in the universe when 
one considers the number of planets like earth, 
seen and unseen, in just our own Milky Way 
Galaxy? 


Especially so, Von Ditfurth adds, when it is 


remembered that all of these planets produce 
"the same 92 elements composing our present 
world?" 


100 Billion Stars 


Von Ditfurth, professor of psychiatry and 


neurology at the Universities of Wuerzburg and 
Heidelberg, and one of Europe's best-known 
scientific journalists, points out the Milky Way 
contains perhaps 100 billion stars. 


The only planets earthlings can observe are 


those in our own planetary system, since even the 
nearest fixed stars in the Milky Way are too far 
away for their planets to be observed. 


Our planetary system, of course, revolves 


around the star we call the sun. It would be very 
strange indeed, Von Ditfurth observes, if the sun 
were the only one among 100 billion stars in the 
Milky Way to develop its own system of planets. 


"Even if we are very conservative," he 


writes, "and assume that only one of every 100,- 
000 suns (stars) in the Milky Way developed its 
own planetary system, this would mean that one 
million solar systems like ours existed in (our 
own) galaxy alone." 


This same mathematical ratio holds true for 


life development elsewhere in the universe, Von 
Ditfurth maintains. So — "How can we assume 


that, of all the planets in our Milky Way system, 
only one should have given birth to life and con- 
sciousness?" 


Earthocentric View 


The scientist points out "many people still 


make this assumption . . . They may have dis- 
carded the belief that our planet (alone) is the 
physical or astronomical hub of the universe. But 
they still believe that in the entire cosmos, only 
the Earth could have generated consciousness or 
intelligence." 


Logic, Von Ditfurth contends, indicates that 


all spiral galaxies like our own (and the universe 
swarms with them) must be teeming with con- 
scious life. At the moment he wrote, the scientist 
continues throughout other galaxies, innumerable 
varieties of creatures probably are brooding over 
the mysteries of the universe. 


The scientist concedes that human imagina- 


tion cannot begin to picture wbat life forms exist 
elsewhere. 


"Probably," he says jocularly, "we would not 


understand these creatures even if we should 
meet them face to face. We have adapted to a 
specific environment which has narrowed our 
range of possible (imaginative) growth. Although 
we may be sure that we are not alone in the 
cosmos, we cannot really imagine who our com- 
panions may be." 


Evolution Goes On 


He also reminds readers that even though 


four billion years were required to get man where 
he is, the evolutionary process didn't simply halt 
when that tiny cosmic goal was achieved. 


In fact, he writes, "man has only recently dis- 


covered the existence of the evolutionary process, 
the basic principles of which were described little 
more than a century ago." 


Now, he concludes, man is just beginning to 


learn something else new about himself — "that 
we are not the final product of this 
development." 


"At this very moment," he declares, "life is 


evolving toward a future we cannot even begin to 
imagine" any more than we can imagine other 
life "out there." 


And — Life also continues to evolve "out 


there."
